Next  year,  more  improvements  should  bo  expected,     A  "crash-course""  on 
French  is  desperately  needed.     At  present,   the  emphasis  is  placed  on  out- 
of-school  learning,    as  far  as  rrench  is  concerned.     It  is  now  tine  for  -'in- 
school"  learning.     The  use  of  a  tape  recorder  or  movie  screen  will  not  hurt 
either, 

A  more  modem  school  should  be  the  outlook.     Next  year  will  benefit  from 
this  yearns  mistakes.

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GMEHAL  EFFECTS  OF  AIR  POLLUTION 

Air  TDOlIution  has  four  direct  effects  on  man. 

The  first  effect  is  ccute  illness  or  death.  It  has  happened  in  London, 
in  Doncra,  in  the  Ileuse  Valley  and  in  a  few   other  comunities  v/hen  unusual 
weather  conditions  prevent  the  dispersion  of  contaminants  in  the  air.   It 
has  resulted  in  the  death  of  people  already  affected  by  respiratory  or 
heart  diseases,  or  in  a  worsening  of  their  condition.   These  disasters 
are  :nainly  caused  by  sulphur  dioxide  and  dusts.   Sulphur  dioxide  is  the 
product  of  the  burning  of  fuels  in  incinerators,  cars,  etc.   These  subs- 
tances are  in  the  contaminated  air  of  Montreal. 

The  secorad  effect  is  the  developeraent  of chronic  illness,   the 
shortening  of  life,  and  the  havapering  of  grov/th.       effect  is  very 
difficult  to  determine  and  has  not  yet  been  -oroven  definite.   Studies  of 
epidemics  in  England  seem  to  indicate  quite  clearly  that  sulphur  dioxide 
and  dusts  are  associated  with  bronchitis.   Asthma  and  hay-fever  are  clearly 
rela^cec  to  the  -.Dresence  ol   pollen  in  the  air. 

'^     The  third  effect  is  a  degrading  of  some  physiological  functions. 
This  effect  lasts  r.DOut  as  long  ar  the  ex-oospre  to  the  air  conta.iinatss. 
At  present  it  is  ''.ot  known  whether  repeated  exposure  will  result  in  deter- 
ioration of  souie  body  functio  je.   Carbon  .onoxide,  v;hich  is  raaiily  given 
u->  by  autOiViObiles,  effects  so  ,e  physical  functiouc  such  a:  the  capacity  of 
blood  he.noglobin  to  carry  oxy;-en,  sight  adaT)ta':ion  to  partial  darkness  ;7nd 
certain  nervous  function. s.   A.ir  pollution  (-enerall;''  retards  the  passage  of 
air  into  the  lungs. 

The  fourth  effect  consists  in  certain  irritation  of  the  senses  ■■ 
te -'rs,  offensop  odors,  decrear^e  in  visibility  and  uncoivif ortable  conditions. 

The  effect  of  air  'oollut.i.O'i  on  vegetai^leo  is  the  interferance 

with  its  growth  or  its  destruction.   -he  effects  on  materials  generally, 
accelerat-'S  corrosion.   The  strength  ir  le^.ther,  lansr,  rubber  and  certain 
synthetic  products  is  cecreased.

On  Friday,   May  15      ,   Mr.    Seville  along  vdth  F.   Palmer, 
,  C.   Eooton,    A.    iveldon   and  myself,    went    for   a  trip   to   the  Montreal   GcRcral 
Hospital.      After  meeting  Dr.    Grossman,    we  were  led   to   the  observation 
room  on   the   eighth   floor  to   witness  a  blood-vessal  by  pass  operation. 
The   surgeon  was   just   sewing  the  teflon  replacement   for   the  blood  vessal 
(n  new  flexible  -nroduct   wnich  is  made  in   such  a  v/ay  that   the  blood  is 
always  readily   fiov.dng) .      The   chief   surgeon   explained  the  procedure   to 
us.      For   a  better   vic^-',    we   were   told   tc   lean   against   the   glass  which 
sloped  to7/ar"ds  tile    centre  of   the  room.      This  gave  us  a  perfect  view  of 
the  thrr      incisions.     One  was  in   the  abdomen,    out  of  which  they  pulled 
the  patients  intestines   and   stomach   f-t.      This  left   a  large   hole   there. 

The  other   tv/o  incisioris  -were  situated  at   erch  of  his  hips.      This  is 
where   the   bloo^   clots   -'ere.      These  clotswere  preventing  blood  from 
circulating   to   his  legs.      Soon  gr.ngreen  "'ou'.d   set   in  if   the   clots  were 
not   re.ioved.

Then   he   literally   thre\;   the  Jntostin.^^   back  in.      The  intestines  looS;ed  1 
like   a  tvlsted  bunch  of   fat   sausages.      The   fat   wrs   placed  back  on   top 

of   th/?  i.nt.et5i  in <?.<?,      This 'patty  of  Spagetti"  w.rs   the  last   prrt   of   the 
o^oKJi-ation    -no    this  was   se-/n  up  too. 

'Ve  had  had   enough  and  \'e  left  by  way  of   the   special    exit 
on   the  nintn   floor.      "7e,    the  kids  wated   for  Mr. Seville   and  Dr.    Grossman 
to  w-sh  up  on   the  ninth   floor.      We   all   then  went   do"n   to   the   fourth 
floor   for   "   delicous  meal.      During   the  meaJ.   Dr.    Gross.ian  w  s  put  on   call 
and  ho  h,-^d  half  an  hour  to   show  us  fie   eincrgency  section,  on   the   first 
floor,      "-.'e  were  a   fev:  minutes  late   to   see  a  police  ambulance     rrive, 
which  was  dissa^ointing. 

'^'e   ended   the   tour     dth   the  presentation  of  a   twenty  c.c. 
needle   to  Mr.    Seville   .-nd  we  were  off.      'Vo   thank  Dr.    Grorsm.-n   rnd   the 
ret  of   tho   st-ffof  the  Montreal   General   Hospital    for  their  cooperation, 
in   this  most   informative   and  interesting   tour.

During  the  year  that  the  Students'  Council  has  "been  in 
power  it  has  accomplished  very  little.   I  stand  to  be  corrected 
in  saying  that  the  Students'  pouncil  is  supposed  to  represent 
the  views  and  feelings  of  the  student  body.   I  don't  think 
that  this  has  be^n  accomplished. 

The  present  Stud..nts'  Council  has  passed  many  resolutions 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  School  and  to  Dr.  Speirs,  most 
of  which  have  gone  imheeded.   Most  of -ith^  issues  that  the  Stu- 
dents' Council  undertakes  are  very  trivial  and  arc  handled  very 
badly.   (e.g.  sideburns:  There  are  only  a  handful  of  boys  in

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INTESVISW  WITH  H'2.    ASHWCl^TH 


Mr.  Ashworth  went  to  Bishop's  College  School  and  studied  under 
Col.  Brine  from  grades  6  to  9.   He  then  went  to  Westniount  High  School 
where  he  was  in  grades  10  and  11.   He  s-oent  grade  10  in  this  building 
which  was  >..  estmount  high  at  the  time.   After  finishing  high  school  he 
entered  Sir  George  V/illiams  University  and  started  his  Bachelor  of  Sc- 
ience degree.   He  then  switched  from  science  to  psychology  and  was  able 
to  get  three-quarters  of  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  con-oleted  after  two  years 
of  hard  work.   In  1965  be  v/as  able  to  acquire  a  teaching  job  at  Selv/yn 
House  School.   Instead  of  going  back  to  university  he  stayed  at  Sel;vyn 
House  on  a  regular  teaching  basis.   Last  year  he  recieved  his  certifi- 
cate for  teaching  advanced  sciences  from  the  University  of  IJew  Brunswick. 
Mr.  Ashworth  will  be  leaving  the  school  at  the  end  of  the  school  year 
to  go  to  the  University  of  Guelrjh  to  acquire  the  remainder  of  his 
Bachelor  of  Arts  decree.   He  hopes  to  be  back  at  the  school  after  he 
finishes  his  studies  at  Guelph  and  he  says  that  during  his  leave  he 
will  be  visiting  the  school. 

^Vc  a,vked  Kr.   Ashworth  about  the  changes  which  he  has  seen  corae 
about  in  the  science  de-oartment  during  his  five  years  at  .Selwyn  House, 
He  said  that  the  first  major  change  was  the  addition  of  the  two  new 
labs.   The  labs  led  to  other  important  changes  which  were  long  over 
due.   The  Chem  Ctudy  Course  and  P.S.S.C.  were  introduced  and  this  along 
v;ith  advanced  sciences  will  lead  to  the  complete  reorganization  of  the 
general  science  curricula.   He  went  on  to  toll  us  about  the  future 
biology  lab  v/hich  is  planned  to  be  built  on  the  main  floor  of  the  school 
in  the  French  room  v;ithin  the  minimum  of  two  years. 

We  next  interviewed  Mr.  Ashworth  on  topics  concerning  the  school. 
He  is  a  fairly  liberal  minded  teacher  who  is  youthful  in  his  ways. 
V/hen  he  came  to  Selv/yn  House  in  1965  he  was  the  youngest  teacher  ever 
on  the  staff.   When  asked  what  his  views  were  on  the  prefect  system 
he  replied  that  it  had  only  a  few  advantages  and  he  blamed  the  school 
and  the  students.   Mr.  Ashworth  said,  "'Prefects  should  have  res':)on- 
sibility,  but  setting  up  tables  is  not  my  idea  of  responsibility. 
This  is  no  tost  for  prefects."  He  feels  that  a  boy  does  not  have  to 
himself  for  the  job  since  a  very  high  percentage  of  the  students  knov; 
that  they  will  become  prefects.   The  prefects  have  little  authority 
and  the  students  are  to  blame  for  not  mailing-  the  best  of  a  situation. 
When  asked  who  chose  the  prefects  he  said  that  he  was  not  sure  who  chose 
them  this  year.   His  solution  to  the  problem  is  to  have  fev;er  prefects 
and  give  the  prefects  more  authority,  but  they  must  act  accordingly 
and  attack  the  job  with  a  more  responsible  apT)roach,   He  v;ent  on  to 
mention  that  prefectsand  student  council  ap-oointments  should  not  neces- 
sarily overlap  like  they  have  done  in  the  past.   Another  reason  that 
the  prefect  system  has  not  worked  is  because  there  is  not  enough  school 
spirit  at  present. 

V/e  then  asked  him  for  his  views  on  the  controversial  student  coun- 
cil, which  he  also  thinks  is  not  v;orking  as  well  as  it  could.   He  says 
that  it  will  improve  v/ith  time  because  the  students  are  taking  advan- 
tage of  it  at  present.   The  student  council  is  basically  good,  but 
the  students  must  work  more  as  a  school  body  and  must  learn  to  discuss 
matters  ahead  of  time  and  then  present  them  properly. 
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Our  next  question  put  to  him  was  about  the  hair  and  clothing  reg- 
ulations.  He  feels  that  that  there  should  be  a  shift  of  enphasis  on 
certain  areas  of  school  discipline.   To  su\a   up  this  clothing  question 
he  said  that  one  mother  at  a  parents'  meeting  stated  that  she  would 
rather  give  money  to  the  library  than  buy  a  second  blazer. 

Arguements  over  changes  in  the  school  regulations  have  not  been 
properlj'-  looked  into  because  some  students  go  ahead  and  do  v/hat  they 
please  any.vay.   The  students  think  that  the  teachers  have  the  power  to 
change  regulations,  but  th^y  don't  since  they  too  have  someone  to  re- 
port to  The  rules  may  be  old  fashion  and  they  should  be  changed  to  meet 
with  the  students  growing  roquirGments  but  he  hopes  that  the  adminis- 
tration and  staff  will  continue  to  work  as  a  team  towards  this.   He 
thinks  that  this  will  happen  wihtiii  tho  near  future  because  there  is  an 
ever  growing  number  of  young  teachers  entering  the  school  whose  youth- 
ful enthusiam  will  add  new  life  to  an  old  battle, 

Mr.  Ashworth  had  many  favourable  comments  about  the  S.H.S. 
Examiner.   i'he  newspaper  is  a  very  good  thing  which  should  be  supported 
by  the  staff  and  all  the  students.   There  should  be  freedom  of  expression 
and  that  means  that  the  students'  opinions  should  not  be  vetoed, 
provided  that  they  are  presented  in  a  decent  and  mature  fashion. 

The  subject  of  discipline  was  also  brought  up.   As  you  all 
know,  Mr.  Ashworth  is  knov;n  for  being  'jxtremely  strict,  but  that  image 
is  changing  because  he  has  now  taken  a  milder  approach  to  disci^Dline 
and  especially  self  discipline  amongst  the  students.   V/hile  he  believes 
that  caning  is  necessary  to  a  certain  extent,  ho  would  rather  see  the 
system  of  suspensions  properly  used  instead.   No  matter  whether  it  is 
a  student  or  a  teacher,  there  is  a  job  to  be  done  and  he  firmly  believes 
that  it  must  be  done  properly.   This  does  not  mean  that  changes  should 
not  be  made  in  the  method  but  until  they  aro  changed  through  the  right 
channels,  the  job  at  hand  must  bo  done  with  the  method  at  hand. 

The  drug  problem  crept  into  the  interview  and  Mr.  Ashv/orth  said 
that  it  was  a  really  unfortunate  how  drugs  have  been  reported  circulating 
throughout  the  school.   Ho  said  that  there  should  be  more  drug  education 
and  that  oarcnts  should  take  more  intrest  in  this  problem. 

Mr.  Ashv/orth  finally  told  us  why  he  enjoyed  teaching^   He  said 
that  the  most  enjoyable  thing  about  teaching  was  the  satisfaction  of 
seeing  his  students  growing  up  and  then  seeing  them  become  sucessfiil 
and  happy  in  the  years  following  school.   He  said  that  he  could  even- 
tually teach  at  university  level,  but  that  there  would  be  no  real 
satisfaction  for  him.   Ke  enjoys  helping  people  and  that  is  v/hy  he 
became  a  volunteer  for  the  Dorval  Fire  Rescue  Unit.   He  is  in  charge  of 
the  electronics  club  here  at  the  school  and  usually  every  morning  before 
school  he  is  busy  helping  students.   He  often  goes  out  of  his  way  to 
ax-range  small  excursions  for  his  classes.   He  says  that  teachers  who 
work  from  9.00  ''■.,!:i,  yo   3. 00  n.m,  have  no  business  teaching  kids  if  they 
v/on't  go  out  of  their  v/ay  to  do  a  bit  extra  once  in  a  while.   This 
atitude  ho  takes  is  highly  coinmondable  and  I  am  sure  that  I  speak  for 
the  rest  of  5iolw.vn  TIoiiro.  when  I  say  he  will  certainly  be  missed  by  all.

On  May  the  fourth,  five  boys  went  on  a  tour  of  the  R.I.M..  lie   entered 
the  modern  building  i-hich  is  located  at  63OO  Darlington  Ave,  and  were  greeted 
by  the  head  of'fhe  Modical  Department,  Dr.  PriTT;3au,  I'ls   asked  Dr.  Prineau 
some  questions  which  he  ansvrered  but  he  was  not  able  to  stay  long  because 
of  his  busy  schedule.  He  then  introduced  us  to  the  Public  Relations  director, 
Mle,  Guinard  "ho  gave  us  a  tour  of  the  building 

At  first  we  were  shown  the  gyms.  Disabled  people  v;ere  climbing  the 
.wall  bars  and  exercising  much  like  we  do  in  our  o>ti  g^m.  There  were  also  many 
therapists  taking  care  of  the  patients  and  helping  them  3xercise,  '''e  were  also 
sho1^in  the  hover  bath.  This  bath  is  in  the  middle  of  the  floor,  so  that  the 
theropists  have  easy  access  to  the  disabled  limbs  of  the  patients.  The  water  is 
kept  at  room  temperature  and  this  vrater  flows  lil'e  a  whirpool.  The  swimming 
pool  is  also  kept  at  room  temperature  because  it  relaxes  the  muscles.  Those 
who  S7-7im  are  qv.ite  determined  and  learn  how  to  siidm  vary  well.  It  is  not 
easy  swiriming  ;cLthout  perhaps  a  leg  or  an  am. 

The  recreation  room  is  equipped  iT.th  many  electric  games  and  ping 
pong  tables  which  were  donated  by  the  Rotarjr  Club. Mass  is  also  held  there 
on  Sundays, 

The  Institute  is  .very  careful  in  choosing  who  is  to  become  a  resident 
there,  since  there  are  only  one  hiindred  beds.  At  the  moment  there  are  three 
hundred  disabled  people  being  helped  by  the  Institute.  One  hundred  patients 
live  in  and  two  hundred  are  out  patients.  There  are  no  operating  rooms  at 
at  the  Institute.. i.s  a  matter  a  fact  there  are  only  five  or  six  resident 
doctors.  The  Institute  only  accepts  people  who  can  help  themselves,  TJiey 
do  not  accept  blind  or  deaf  people.  Some  people  fall  down  in  the  halls  and 
no  one  helps  them,  I  was  quite  suprlsed  at  first  but  later  learned  that 
these  people  must  learn  how  to  eet  up  b:"  themselves. 

The  dinning  room  is  ven;  large  with  tables  slightly  bigger  than 
arc'-^age  so  that  wheel  chairs  can  slip  under  them  basely. 

The  prostheses  (artificial  limbs)  are  made  in  the  workshop  at  the 
Institute,  There  is  also  a  school  in  the  Institute  that  teaches  prosthetics 
to  people  from  all  over  the  world, 

Tlie  Rehabilitation  Institute  of  Montreal  is  recognized  the  world 
over  as  the  leading  hospital  of  its  lri.nd,  Montreal  can  be  proud  to  have 
such  a  famous  orj;inization  which  is  leader  in  the  field  of  rehabilitation. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  Doctor  Primaau,  Mile,  Guinard  and  staff  of  the 
Institute  vrho  made  our  visit  a  most  interesting  and  memorable  one.  .myone

On  Tuesday,  May  5th,  the  class  of  kh   went  on  a  trip  to  the 
Montreal  Police  Department  Headquarters,  A  police  seargent  took  Mr.
